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IDI VORCED HUSBAND 
OF ISADORA DUNCAN 
COMMITS SUICIDE 


Moscow, December 28.—(/)—Sergei 
Yessinin, the Russian poet from whom 
Isadora Duncan, the dancer, obtained 
a divorce last year, has committed sui- 
cide.

York with her young Russian husband, 
Sergei Yessinin, in October, 1922, they 
were denied admittance by the depart- 
ment of justice, but were allowed to 
enter after a special board had con- 
sidered the case.

EXPECTED 10 END 
BIG GOAL STRIKE 


Miners and Operators 
Will Hold First Meeting 
Today Since Rupture of 
Last Summer. 


New York, December 28.—(7)—A 
ray of hope for a settlement, or at 
least a truce, in the strike in the 
Pennsylvania hard coal fields, which 
has kept 158,000 miners idle since 
September 1, and caused a wide short- 
age of anthracite was seen tonight as 
representatives of the miners and op- 
erators arrived to attend a <>int con- 
ference tomorrow. It will be the first 
meeting of the two groups since’ ne- 
gotiations were broken off at Atlan- 
tic City last summer. 

All of the 13 men who will sit at | 
the conference table had not arrived 
tonight, and the respective official 
spokesmen, by agreement, declined to 
discuss the situation in advance of 
the parleys. Tomorrow morning 
there will be separate informal con- 
ferences and the joint meeting, be- 
hind closed doors, will be called at 3 
p. m., at the Union League club. 

Feeling Less Tense. 

It was indicated the first meeting 
would be brief and that the conferees 
would not get down to actus: business 
until Wednesday. Notwithstanding 
the absence of the formal statements 


from the two groups it was evident to 
observers that the feeling was not so 
tense as it has been. 
basis for hope of a settlement was thie 
statement issued Sunday by William 
Green, president of the American 
Federation of Labor, that the strike 
would be settled within 10 days. 
Before he became head of organiz- 
ed labor, Mr. Green was for many 
years secretary-treasurer of the Unit- 


ed Mine Workers of America, and he 
is conversant with details of the gon- 
troversy. He was 
cited with John L. Lewis, head of 
the miners, and it was Mr. Lewis who 
placed him in nomination as presi- 
dent of the federation. During the last 
convention of the federation at At- 
lantic City, when labor voted unani- 
mously to support the miners in their 
strike, Mr. Green deciared that the 
mines “would be as silent as King 
Tut's tomb” before the miners yield- 
ed in their demands. His statement of 
Sunday, therefore, was regarded as 
significant.

These are some of the tributes paid 
the late war president by Dr. M. 
Ashby Jones, pastor of the Ponce de 
Leon Baptist church, in an eloquent 
address at the Biltmore hotel Monday 
might, when iore than 100 leading 
Atlantans attended a dinner given by 
members of the Woodrow Wilson 
commemoration committee. FE. Mar- 
vin Underwood, chairman of ar- 
rangements, presided. Dr. J. Sprole 
Lyons, pastor of the First Baptist 
church, gave the invocation. 

Declaring that Wilson was a pro- 
phet endeavoring to establish in the 
world “a temple of peace” among 
warring nations of the earth, and that 
he was crucified by enemies who 
sought to belittle his efforts in be- 
half of humanity, Dr. Joneg, detiv- 
ered “an ‘eloquent evlogy in praise of 
one of the “greatest men America 
ever produced.” 


President Wilson was too big for, 


any single country and strove to make 
the world a decent place in which to 
live, a place where all nations could 
work out their own salvyations, where 
democracy in all the meaning of the 
word reigns paramount, where energy 
is translated into concerted and co- 
ordinated pursuits of peace and indus- 
try, according to the speaker.

Wilson was pictured as a man who

And 
now all nations bow at his shrine to 
pay homage to the unyielding char- 
acter of the martyred statesman, the 
speaker asserted. 

Dr. Jones followed the stormy ca- 
reer of the president from the time 
he first came into the public eye, 
through his activities as president, his 
efforts to maintain strict neutrality 
the war, his achievements as a 
States, his voyage to France in hc 
interest of humanity, his advancement 
of the idea of the League of Nations 
and until the “bright star of his glor- 
ious defeat,’ when his people “for 
whom he gave his life,” 
him.

BILLION BANK 
MERGER SEEN 
IN NEW YORK 


Record Financial Deal Is 
Reported Being Engi- 
neered By Clarence Dil- 
lon. 


FOUR GREAT BANKS 
INVOLVED IN DEAL 


One Trust Company Is 
Reported Included In 
Program to “Outcapital- 
ize Morgan.” 


New York, December 28.—A billion 
dollar bank merger, engineered by 
Clarence Dillon, of Dillon, Read & 
Co., was predicted in late afternoon 
reports in Wall street which caused 
great interest among financiers and 
business men as they spread Monday 
night. 

According to these reports, the gi- 
gaintic consolidation of four national 
banks is designed to “out-capitalize 
Morgan.” 

It was Clarence Dillon who went 
into an open field against the Morgan 
interests earlier in the year a'nd nego- 
tiated for his firm the huge purchase 
of the Dodge Brothers automobile busi- 
ness—a transaction involving $146,- 
000,000 in cash. He was hailed as 
the country’s new financial genius and 
his achievement accentuated one of 
the greatest success stories in the his- 
tory of Wall street. 

Dillon Behind Merger. 

And it-is Dillon, Monday’s report 
said, who is the power behind the 
proposed merger which would include 
the Mechanics and Metals, the Chat- 
ham and Phoenix, the National Park 
and the Chemical National bankg. 

These institutions, with the addition 
of a trust company which is said to 
be involved iam the plans, have total 
resources of $1,300,000,000. 

This would exceed the resources of 
the great National City bank—which 
amount to about $1,100,000,000.

While it was believed that it might 
be two or three years before all the 
concerns mentioned wete consolidated 
into the world’s largest bank, the 
fact that the supposed program had 
leaked out was thought likely to mean 
that the first stage of the merger 
would sogva be consummated and that 
the four national banks might be 
brought together before the end of 
1926. 

The trust company mentioned is the 
Central Union Trust.

“The petroleum industry has been in 
a very unsatisfactory condition for 
more than four years,” said Henry L. 
Doherty, one of the largest independ- 
ent producers in the country. “Prices 
have frequently been highly demoral- 
ized and none of the former recoveries 
of prices have carried any assurance 
to any thoughtful man that they were 
certain to be permanent. 

“The outlook at present Is more 
assuring than at any previous time in 
this period. Our principal troubles 
have come from the over-production 
of domestic crude. Production of 
crude has remained practically sta- 
tionary for three years. Production in 
1924 showed a slight reduction as} 
against 1923 and 1925 will show only 
a slight increase over 1923. 

“There are many reasons to be- 
lieve that the next year will see a 
continuance of the steady growth and 
development of the electric industry,” 
declared Sidney Z. Mitchell, presi- 


dent of the Electric Bond & Share 
Co. “The year just ended -has es- 
tablished new records in the amount 
of electricity generated and use in 
the United States, in the amount of 
capital invested and in the diversity 
of the uses to which electric power 
may be put. 

“Extension of the country’s gener- 
ating plants has kept pace with the 
increase in the demand for electricity, 
so that, while consumption has been 
increasing, the facilities for meeting 
this increase have been provided. 

“Industry is coming more and more 
to depend upon central stations for 
power, thousands of new residences 
have been wired for electricity and the 
advent of the electric refrigrator and 
numerous other domestic conveniences

Sitting in his cell at the police sta- 
tion, Patrolman W. C. Wilbanks, 57, 
veteran member of the Atlanta police 
force, continued to deny that he shot 
his wife.

\fused to talk about tine shooting, say- 
ing that he would “clear everything 
up at the proper time.” He announc- 
ed that he had retained Attorney Paul 
Carpenter to defend him. 

In a statement to reporters follow- 


ing a formal statement to Captain. 
Fain, Patrolman Wilbanks said his 
wife had threatened to kill him on a 
number of occasions during their four 
years of married life. 

“I can bring neighbors as witnesses 
to prove her threats against my life,” 
Patrolman Wilbanks said. “She threat- 
ened me Saturday night, when she 
seemed to be out of her head and I 


caring for her. I didn’t. know until 
Jater that she had a pistol beneath her 
pillow. 

“It was early in the morning that 
she suddenly arose and cried out that 
she was going to kill me. She shot 
twice, one shot going past me into the 
wall and the other being discharged 
into the ceiling. At the second shot 
I fell to the floor by the door and she 
apparently thought she had shot me. 

“I have done nothing against her 
and I am confident that I will be re- 
leased when the inquest brings out the 
true facts. I want only to get out 
and to see that she is given a proper 
funeral.” 

The inquest will be held following 
the arrival of Mrs. Wilbanks’ two 
children, by a former marriage, H. F. 
Kimball and Mrs. Dora Van Frank, 
both of Cincinnati, Ohio. All available 
details of the allged quarrel and 
shooting will be laid before the coroner 
at the inquest this morning.

Many vigorous persons may take a 
daily tub or shower bath for years 
with nothing but benefit. Some neu- 
rotic or poorly nourished children are 
bathed too often for health. Many 
mature adults.suffer from harsh, dry 
or itching skin by reason of excessive 
water bathing. Elderly or feeble per- 
sons often injure their health by in- 
dulging too frequently in wet washes.

The absence of the old Georgia 
railroad depot, at the foot of Ala- 
bama street, which had caused the 
perplexity as to the l.cality of the 
poctogrs h, is explained by Captain 
lope who states that the original 
building was destroyed by fire during 
the siege of Atlanta by the .Union 
troops, and that the present structure 
was not erected until a later date. 


Among the various buildings in 
the picture recognized by Mrs. Catch- 
ings is the one where her father had 
his residence and business establish- 
ment during the days before the war 
bet).een the states. This was known 
as the Franklin Printing company, 
she states, and the ground floor was 
occupied by the express office. The 
printing office was operated by her 
father, she says, until he entered the 
Confederate service. 


Thus the problem of locating the 
scene of this old photograph is set- 


tled, definitely. The large number 
of communications regarding it dem- 
onstrates the immense interest which 
this memoir of Atlanta, her old days, 
her history and her growth to the 
present day, told by Sam Small, has 
aroused in this city.

Atlanta began her proper city ca- 
reer at a time when national politics 
were in a state of great ferment. 

The Mexican war was ending with 
a decisive victory for this country. 
President Polk received democratic 
laudations for that, but the Oregon 
territory bill and the tariff act of 
1846 had weakened the solidarity of 
the party. The democrats had the 
senate and the whigs.had the house. 
In 1848 the democrats nominated Gen- 
eral Lewis Cass for president and the 
whigs countered by putting up Gen- 
eral Zachary Taylor, the popular hero 
of the Mexican war. 

The wpige appeared to be top-crust 
then in Atlanta and they staged a big 
rally for Taylor and Fillmore; but 
the democrats were me and came 
back with a bigger blowout and bar- 
becue for Cass and Butler. With 
more music and more meat they had 
the !arger crowd. But when the elec- 
tion was over their rooster was dumb, 
for the whigs had gaffed it “good and 
hard” and the 10 electoral votes of 
Georgia were cast for “Old Rough 
and Ready” Taylor, of Louisiana, and 
Fillmore, another sort of tailor, of 
New York. 

It is one of the queer incidents of 
jolitics that General Taylor, whom 

ebster called “an ignorant frontier 
colonel,” when nominated and elected 
to the presidency, had taken so little 
interest in politics that he had not 
voted in 40 years. 

The democrats were cowed, but not 
conquered and when, after 62 ballots, 
Howell Cobb, of Georgia, was chosen 
speaker of the anti-democratic house 
of congress, they shirked up their old 


ae and made him crow again. 
our years later they whooped for 
Pierce and King and gave those demo- 


crats the electoral votes of the state. 
And Georgia, in control of her own 
posyte, has been a democratic strong- 
10ld ever since. } 


It was during that first mentioned 
campaign year that Hon. Alexander 
H. Stephens made a visit to Atlanta. 
Judge Francis H. Cone was also in 
town, He and Mr. Stephens had 
been engaged in a bitter controversy 
of some sort and when Judge Cone 
found “Little Aleck” sitting on the 
piazza of the Atlanta hotel his rage 
overcame his better judgment. e 
assaulted Mr. Stephens with cane and 
knife, brutally bruising and slashing 
him into helplessness. Public indig- 
nation over the affair was furious and 
to his death Judge Cone never recoy- 
ered’ the loss of prestige and respect 
that the affair cost him. Mr. Steph- 
ens endured painful effects of the as- 
sault to the end of his life. 

Out of one of the political fevers 
in the city grew a famous fisticuff be- 
tween Jonathan Norcross and Dr. Gil- 
bert, that came near to dividing .the 

pulace into two warring factions. 
Yn a trial of the two, Mr. Norcross 
was acquitted and Dr. Gilbert fined 
as the aggressor; and the affair soon 
became a joke instead of a general 
melee. 

Local politics have usually excited 
Atlantans more than state or national 
issues. Scarcely ever have they par- 
taken cf national party colors, but 
have turned upon local and personal 
preferences. <Any attempt to Tam- 
manyize city politics has beer frowned 
upon and defeated. Men, and women 
now, in this large city vote as they 
please and not as some boss or gang 
dictate for them. Per consequence, 
Atlanta has been remarkably free 
from serious political scandals and 
cases of flagrant graft. 

The famous “Atlanta spirit” has 
been insistent upon a militant devo- 
tion to good government and the gen- 
eral welfare. It has been this “get- 
together and _ stick-together” ie 
that has given such harmony and suc 
progressiveness in all our major civic 
movements, 

Upon the issues that preceded and 
produced the war between the states 
there were logical and understandable 


diffrences of opinion. There were 
many good citizens who had been born 
and educated in northern atmospheres 
who had an unalterable attachment to 
the union of the fathers dnd looked 
with dread upon any effort to dis- 
rupt it. 

hey_ believed that the rights of 
the sou€hern people, even with sere 
to the institution of slavery, could be 
safely preserved in the union and 
without recourse to secession. Some 
of them owned slaves. They were of 
the same mind with eminent men, of 
southern birth and training, in the 
public life of the state. 


When, however, the die was cast ° 


and a choice had to be made to stand 
with the state, or go over to the other 
side, nearly all of them remained in 
the south and many of them gave the 
confederacy support and services of 
great value. 


The real crucial time for such hon- 
est men came after the war had ended 
and the problems of reconstruction 

resented acute and angry alternatives. 

ot only those men, but some of the 
most esteemed and honored native 
sons of Georgia, held that the sane 
and safe policy was to frankly ‘“‘ac- 
cept the situation,” ratify as final 
the arbitraments of the war, and co- 
operate sincerely with the federal gov- 
ernment in restoring the southern 
states to their former relations and 
equality in the union.

More stringent regulation of pool 
rooms in Georgia will go into effect 
Friday when a new law, passed at 
the last session of the legislature, be- 
comes operative.

PETITIONS APPROVED 


The city planning commission met 


Monday and took action on a number 
of rezoning a aw in addition to 
zoning a number of strips of new ter- 
ritory taken into the city by acts of 
the recent legislature. The latter will 
go to council for approval. 

Petitions to rezone from residence 
to business the northeast and south- 
east corners of Piedmont avenue and 
Tenth street, and Oak street near 
West End avenue. were withdrawn 
after heated opposition déveloped to 
the three proposals. 

A petition to change the southeast 

corner of Lawton street and Sells ave- 
nue from residence to business was 
adversed. Approval was given a pe- 
tition to change frontage on Highland 
avenue to 750 Ponce de Leon apart- 
ments was approved, this action al- 
lowing establishment of a drug store 
in the 750 Ponce de Leon apartment 
building. 
- A resolution from council propos- 
ing to ehange zoning in the neighbor- 
hood of the Ford plant on Ponce de 
Leon avenue ifi order to create an ad- 
ditional industrial section in that vi- 
cinity to take care of the Sears-Roe- 
buck company’s new branch here, was 
avproved. The same resolution pro- 
vides for creation of a business section 
on Glen Iris drive between Arnold 
street and Ponce de Leon avenue, op- 
posite the new branch. 

A 60-foot building line was approved 
for Magnolia street between the Mag- 
nolia street viaduct and Marietta 
street and West Cain street between 
Marietta and Luckie street. This was 
in the form of a paper by Councilman 
Harry York referred to the planning 
commission by council. 

The most tmportant action of the 
commission in zoning a number of 
widely-scattered strips of new territory 
was in the following sections: Pied- 
mont avenue, near North Boulevard;

“They seem to be better 
satisfied here than jin their native 
land.”

Four resolutions recommended 
out much discussion, as follows: 

“That a committee be appointed to 
Stabilize the profession of football 
coaching. 

“That any persons actively engaged 
in any capacity with professional foot- 
ball after September 1, 1926, shall 
be ineligible for membership in the 
agian Football Coaches’ associa- 
1ONn, 

Can’t Pick All-Star Teams. 

“That members of this association 
shall not select any all-star or all- 
American teams for any agent or 
agency. | 

“That practice daring the playing 
season be confined to two hours daily 
and that coaches shall not call their 
squads together before September 15, 
unless college opens prior to that date, 
this resolution to be the sense of the 
meeting and to be carried out as far 
as coaches have authority.” 

Gilmour Dobie of Cornell was 
elected president of the association to 
succeed Robert F. Zuppke of Llinois, 
who presided at today’s meeting. Wil- 
liam H. Cowell of New Hampshire 
university was elected first vice presi- 
dent ; W. Roper, of Princeton, 
second vice president, and Dr. J. W.

New York, December 28.—(/)— 
Continuation of thé buying movement 
which developed in the cotton market 
after the stopping of the first Janu- 
ary notices on Thursday, was resumed 
today. The firmness of Liverpool and 
reduced estimates of the Indian crop, 
appeared to stimulate the advance, 
which carried the price of March con- 
tracts up to 19.72 or 65 points net 
higher. January sold up to 19.85 or 
83 points net higher and closed at 
that figure, the general market clos- 
ing firm at net advances of 40 to 
83 points. 

The market opened steady at an 
advance of 30 to points in response 
to relatively firm Liverpool cables and 
before mid-day showed net gains of 
38 to points on buying by houses 
with Liverpool connections, covering, 
and a moderate commission house de- 
mand. After the close abroad, the 
Liverpool buying slackened and de- 
mand generally tapéred off, but real- 
izing sales were absorbed on moderate 
reactions and the highest prices of the 
day were reached in late trading on 
renewed covering by  near-month 
shorts. Active demand for March 
contracts developed, while January 
responded sharply to comparatively 
small buying orders. The strength 
of these positions pulled up the rest 
of the list. At the best, active months 
were 42 to S83 points net higher and 
the close showed only slight reces- 
sions. January was selling about 18 
points over March in late trading com- 
pared with a discount of five points at 
the close last Thursday, while March 
was 4) points over May compared 
with a difference of only 38 points 
at the close of last week.

High Lights in the Cotton Market 


Editor of Commerce and Finance

New York, December 29.—It is hard 
to do more than generalize about last 
week’s cotton market. The cc re- 
port published December 21 showed 
that the ginning up to December 13 
was the largest on record, and the 


assurance of a big crop so furnished 
caused a decline in the market. But 
this decline was promptly recovered 
later in the week, when the effect of 
trade buying on a sale down com- 
menced to be felt. 

The confidence in the value of cot- 
ton thus expressed was perhaps in- 
creased by The Manchester Guardian’s 
prediction that the world’s c .nsump- 
tion for the present season would be 
the largest on record. 

But the major influence has been 
a sentimental one. It is the confident 
belief that the world is entering upon 
a period of prvlonged and universal 
peace and that the economic progress 
so made possible will be accompanied 
by an inereased demand for cotton 
and cotton goods that will far exceed 
the maximum of the prewar period. 
Some months ago it was pointed out 
that the world would now be using 
a total of about 33,000,000 bales of 
cotton per annum if its normal in- 
dustrial growth had not been inter- 
rupted by the war, and it now seems 
possible that it may catch up with 
its arrears of consumption by about 
1930. 

Of course this is looking a long way 
into the future, but at the Christmas 
season the influence of the unseen far 
outweighs that of the seen, and those 
who would disparage the effect of 
imagination upon the price of cotton 
are poor students of market conditions 
and probabilities. 

Meanwhile, it is worth observing 
that the New York futures market 
seems to have entered upon a new 
phase in its history as a result of the 
rule which now prohibits tradizg in 
the current months after the 10th of 
that month. This rule, which first 
became effective on the 10th of De-

The result has been an increase in 
the hedge value of New York futures 
that is not as yet fully appreciated. 
In time it is almost certain to work 
a great increase in the volume of busi- 
ness handled in what has long been 
the premier clearing house for the 
wor!d’s cotton trade. For this rea- 
son forward-looking merchants view 
the future with great satisfaction and 
an expectation of greater activity 
after the new year. 

The size of this year’s crop is hardly 
a debatable question any longer. A 
difference of as much as 500,000 bales 
one way or another in the final out- 
turn will not much affect the price 
level, and if any apprehension with 
regard to the sufficiency of next year’s 
vield develops we may see an active 
speculation.

‘They are 
in better demand and at prevailing 
discounts they ought to be good prop- 
erty. The scarcity of tenderable cot- 
ton was reflected by the action of 
January contracts upon the issuance 
of notices calling for the delivery of 
about 50,000 bales. It had been gen- 
erally expected that these notices 
would cause a decline, but they were 
so eagerly taken up that the reverse 
happened. 

It is of course possible that some 
unlooked for cataclysm may chill the 
prevailing confidence, but barring the 
unexpected, satisfactory markets ap- 
pear to be indicated in the near future, 
which is about as far ahead as it is 
safe to look when optimism is so 
universal.

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Uncle Ray's Corner 
The Strong Man of Greece 


In modern times, people think that 
brains are more important than mus- 
cle. This was true even in ancient 
countries; but still there were na- 
tional heroes who were “strong men.” 
We all know of Sampson, the Hebrew 
strong man, who was said to have 
slain a great number of Philistines 
“with the jawbone of an ass.” 

The most important strong man of 
the ancient Greeks was Heracles. The 
name is often printed with the Ro- 
man spelling, “Hercules,” but since 
we are dealing with a Greek hero we 
shal] use the Greek form. 

Legend tells us that Heracles was 
half-god and half-man. By a trick 
which the goddess Hera played on 
Zeus, the infant was placed under the 
power of the prince who was to be- 
come King EKurystheus. 

While still a baby, we .are_ told, 
Heracles seized two serpents which 
a into his cradle, and strangled 
them. 


Growing to manhood, Heracles 
showed enormous strength. What was 
hard for others to do, he could do 
with ease. King Eurystheus, jealous 
of the hero, told him that he must 
perform 12 tasks or “labors.” 


A lion was at that time raging up 
and down a near-by valley. This lion 
was feared because its skin could not 
be pierced by rows or spears. As 
a first task, Heracles was ordered to 
cill it. 

Boldly he strode forth, and met the 
lion at close quarters. Instead of try- 
ing to spear the beast, he used his 
iron grip to strangle it. The skin he 
removed and carried about as a pro- 
tection, ad 


Other tasks of the hero were to 
pursue and catch a fleet deer, and to 
capture a wild boar alive. These acts 
were finished with success. 

Later Heracles cleansed the stables 
of King Augeias by turning the 
course of river waters so that they 
washed out the stalls. He killed man- 
eating birds by shooting them with 


arrows. .He faced an angry bull, and 
not only conquered it, but also rode 
upon its back while it swam from 
ee of Crete to the Greek main- 
and. 

One of the interesting deeds of the 
hero was to obtain “golden apples” 
from a western country. The myth 
says that Heracles held up the sky 
while the giant Atlas fetched the ap- 
ples. It is now stelieved that the 
“golden -apples” of this myth were 
oranges which grew in Spain.

Q.—Will you please tell me a few 
important things about Africa?—Wil- 
mer Gerhardt. 

A.—<Africa is the second largest 
of the continents. it contains ‘three 
times as much land as Canada, and is 
almost four times the siz of the United 
States. The longest river in Africa 
is the Nile. If stretched out perfect- 
ly straight, the Nile would reach 
from Halifax to San Francisco, with 
several hundred* miles left over. Riv- 
ers are never perfectly straight, how- 
ever; the Nile is not so long as the 
Mississippi-Missouri river. The most 
important fact in history about Af- 
rica, is that it contains Egypt, the 
home of one of the earliest civilized 
peoples of the earth.
